He deserves respect. His is a respoasible jw. 
demanding self-reliance and resaurcefflneas, Intelli¬ 
gent and a willing spirit. And because newspaper- 
boys mpet these demands, they can be counted among 
the most promising lads in any community, this one 

How often such promise is borne out in later 
life hardly needs telling, so many—including for in¬ 
stance the prime minister of Canada and the premier 
of British Columbia—have trod (or pedalled I this 
early path toward leadership In their adult careers.

A New Focal Point 

A THIN STRIP of sparsely populated land situated 
in the Himalayan foothills on the border of India 
and Red C:hlna and claimed by both countries threateiw 
any moment to become ttie new fooal poml tut world 

tewlo^ more than a year numerous and not too 
serious skirmishes have Uken place between Chinese 
and Indian border iiatrols In the disputed area, but in 
latter weeks these have given way to all-out battle 
between strong and heavily armed forces and sub¬ 
stantial casualties have been inflicted on boih'^des. 

The results of tl»se actions have been inconclusive 
and the possession of the .strip—generally referi^ to 
as the North East Frontier Agency for politico- 
geographical purposes—still remains in 

Not so inconclusive, however, are the attitudes 
adopted by the Indian and Cliinese governments. 
During the past few days both Peking and New Delhi 
have made It abundantly clear to one another and 
the world at large that they are each determin^ to 
esUbllsh ownership of the embattled territory. Nes^ 
tlatlora, such as they were, have now broken off and 
the wiy dsarad tor apparently the only sokitian either 
side will now scc^—namely, settlement by force. 

Should It descend to this, the prospect.s are fright¬ 
ening. Accounting for more thu one-thirt of the 
world's population between them, the two Asian giants 
could not help but embroil the rest of the world In 
their dispute. .... 

Already both countries are part of the Ungled 
web of International treaties, alliances and agiec- 
ments which cut across most continents and clowly 
Involve not only member nations of NATO but War¬ 
saw Pact partners as well. 

To speculate on whether such multilateral and 
unilateral defence commitments would be observed 
by all the nations concerned would be as idle and 
perhaps as foolish as attempting to forecast the 
eventual outcome of such a massive explosion if it took 
place. 

It Is enough to know that the major powers are 
aware of the potentialities of the moment and enough 
to hope that they are asing eve^ means at their dis¬ 
posal to eliminate the possibilities of a full-scale war 
between China and India—a war which would eventu¬ 
ally spread to every comer of the world should it 
come '

r is AN INDICATION of public assessment of their 
relative political Importance that Mr. Thompson, 
the titular national leader of the Social Credit Party, 
should draw only some 30 persons to a meeting in 
Vancouver whereas 12 days before his alleged deputy, 
Mr. Caouette, Induced over 700 to attend in the same 
hall.

Seems to me the leaf Is deserving 
of a HtUe more respect than to be 
used for s bonfire, and it should be 
allowed to fuUU lu natural destiny by 
enriching our topeoU with these min¬ 
erals rather than winding up as a 
pile of ashes, a doud of smoke and a 
handful of smut on the neighbor's 
line of washing. 

1 realize that In s small city back¬ 
yard. it Isn't always possible to pro¬ 
vide the space for a proper compost 
heap, but this doesn’t necessarily 
mran that your leaves must he burnt. 
If apace is your problem. I suggest 
you try a technique known as trench 
composing. 

Dig s trench across some vacant 
Mt of ground—perhaps across the 
vegetable plot, perhaps across an

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soil, even though It makes an uit- 
aightly hump across the flower bed, 
tor U iviU settle as the leavea decay. 
Leave the soU loose and lumpy on 
lop, as the burled leavea need a little 
air for proper fermentation. Without 
atr, they would putrefy into a slimy. 
evU'Smelltng mass rather than into 
flaky, woodsy, lesifmould.
